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UN, Reds Agree on Truce Line 


NOTES FROM A CITY 


EDITOR'S DAYBOOK — The 
latest attempt to apply some 
standards to tax assessments 
is before the state senate. It 
is H. B. 622 which would per- 
mit counties to appoint full- 
time county assessment super- 
visors. 


This bill is different from the 


previous ill-fated atempt to bring 
rime and reason into this all-im- 
portant function of 
government. 


The new bill would apply to the 
•tate's 94 counties having popula- 
tions of less than 150,000. It would 
require local option. All elements 
of 'statt control are removed. It 
would not affect the status of elect- 
ed township assessors or the pow- 
trs of county boards of review. 
* * 


The state chamber of com- 


merce, which is backing the bill, 
-has produced 
some 
pertinent 


data showing that township as- 
•sensors, without proper super- 
vision, are sometimes woefully 
•Incompetent. For example, there' 
is an exorbitant amount of prop- 
erty being entirely omitted from 
assessment under present meth- 
ods. In the 94 counties, the 
chamber points out, the number 
of passenger automobiles assess- 
ed in 1851 was only 74 per cent 
of the number registered for 
these counties by the secretary 
of state. 


In McHenry county only 51.8 


per cent were assessed. Omis- 
sions of real property were also 
cited. 


* * 
Most o£ you are familiar with 


tax multipliers. They are applied 
by the state department of reve- 
nue to counties in an attempt to 
equalize the assessments on a 
state-wide basis. For example, if 
Lee county is adjudged to have 
t low tax valuation on the basis of 
the state average, the state applies 
* multiplier. In counties where it 
is determined that the assessors 
have done a good job, no multi- 
plier is applied.* * * 


But what about assessment ir- 


regularities within the county it- 
self? The county treasurer is the 
ex-officio 
assessment 
supervisor 


but in our experience, he is content 
to take little responsibility for 
making adjustments. 


The state chamber of com- 


merce has produced figures on 
some of these infra-county ir- 
regularities. 
In Bureau county, 


real estate was assessed at 34.5 
per cent of full value at Prince- 
ton and at 22.2 per cent in Spring 
Valley; in DeKalb county, 4f».7 
per cent In DeKalb and 41.1 per 
cent in Sycamore; in LaSalle 
county, 41.4 per cent in LaSnlle 
and 61.3 per cent In Mcndota. 


Lee county has some puzzling 


differences also. The Evening Tele- 
graph made a survey of some 
farm land values as listed by the 
assessors in the various townships. 
Some of the differences herein set 
forth are justifiable for the reason 
that the soil is better. But general- 
ly the variances reflect the "whims 
of the assessors.

Pressing for speed, justice department lawyers made plain 


their hope xvas to nee that the death sentences were carried out, 
if possible at Thursday night's 9 p. in. (CST) appointed hour. 


An extraordinary night session of the high tribunal seemed 


possible to consider what Atty. Gen. Brownell called Douglas' "un- 
precedented action." 


In congress, there was a demand for Douglas's removal from 


the supreme court bench. 


Rep. Wheeler (D-Ga) told the hoii!«e he would introduce an 


impeachment resolution—a statement that brought cheers and 
applause. 


WASHINGTON UP)—Justice Douglas today granted a 


stay of execution to atom spies Julius and Ethel Rosenberg 


The husband - and - wife spy 


team had been scheduled to die In 
the electric chair at Sing Sing Pri- 
son in New York at 9 p.m. (CST) 
Thursday. 


Douglas' llth hour stay put off 


the execution to an indefinite date 
—if It is to be carried out. 


No Writ Granted 


The Supreme Court justice issued 


an eight-page printed 
statement 


saying he would not issue a writ 
of habeas corpus, as the Rosen- 
berg lawyers had asked, but: 


"I will grant a stay effective 


until a question of the applies 
bility of the penal provisions of 
section 10 of the Atomic Energy 
Act to this case can be determined 
by the District Court and the Court 
of Appeals (in New York), after 
which the question of a further 
stay will be open to the Court of 
Appeals or to a member of this 
court In the usual manner." 


If the man and wife convicted 


of atomic espionage for Russia had 
held out hope that President Eisen- 
hower would reverse his previous 
decision and spare their lives, they 
got no encouragement. 


Reprieve Urged 


A delegation of four clergymen 


called on the President to urge a 
reprieve, and three of them ap- 
praised their mission of mercy as 
a futile one. They said they got 
the impression 
Eisenhower 
was 


standing by his rejection of a simi- 
lar clemency petition Feb. 11. 


The Rosenberg's principal attor- 


ney, Emanuel H. Bloch, yesterday 
filed with the Justice Department a 
new petition for a presidential re- 
prieve of the death sentences im- 
posed more than two years ago. 


Wording Similar 


"We are innocent," the Rosen- 


bergs' petition said. "The 
truth 


does not change." This wording 
was similar to that in a recent 
statement in which the Rosenbergs 
declared they had rejected an of- 
fer, which they said came from 
Atty. Gen. Brownell. for clemency 
if they would tell what they know 
of Soviet espionage in this coun- 
try. 


Official Moscow newspapers, fn 


their editions for today, took up 
the Rosenberg rase for the first 
time and declared that "progres- 
sive opinion" in the U. S. and the 
world generally regards them as 
"the victims of war hysteria."

Parcel Post Rates Will 
Be Increased 36 Per Cent 


WASHINGTON (.ft—The Interstate Commerce commission today au- 


thorized a 36 per cent increase in parcel post zone rates. 


The rate advance is to be ap- 


plied on 11 date fixed by the Post 
Office department. The 
increase 


is expected to add about 140 mil- 
lion dollars to charges for handling 
packages in th« postal service. 


Parcel post zone rates cover the 


vast bulk of the package mailing 
service used by the general public. 


In addition to increasing these 


rates, the department has called 
for boost In handling charges of 
etatalogs, similar printed advertis- 
ing matter, and the "control cir- 
culation publications," which are 


handled as special category items 
in parcel post. 


Projected increases in these cat- 


egories would involve an additional 
20 million dollars a year increase 
in revenue. 


The ICC deferred a decision on 


these proposals for the time being, 
stating tliat some of these were 
not suggested until after the /.one 
rates matter went into public hear- 
ings. 


Federal law authorizes the TCC 


to effect changes in postal lates. 
Congress 
also may change the 


rates with legislation. 


Ike Okays 
U. S. Book 
Burnings 


President Now Says 
He's Against Books 
On Destroying U. S. 


WASHINGTON — UP) - 


President Eisenhower said to 
day it is all right with him if 
the state department burns 
books which openly appeal for 
the Communist way of life. 


The department can do as it 


pleases on that score, the Presi 
dent told a news conference. 


He added he believes no one in 


this government should do any 
thing which would contributeN to 
destruction of the United States. 


Eisenhower d e c l i n e d to say 


whether his attack on book burn- 
ing in a speech at Dartmouth col- 
lege Sunday was aimed at Senator 
McCarthy (R-Wis). 


McCarthy Happed 


McCarthy has been sharply crit- 


icizing the State department for 
permitting books by Communist 
authors to be placed in libraries 
abroad operated by the U. S. in 
formation program. 


Since the Eisenhower adminis- 


tration came into power, the de- 
partment has ordered such books 
removed from these libraries. 


McCarthy, in comment on Eisen- 


hower's Sunday speech, told re 
porters Tuesday that "he (Eisen 
hower) couldn't very well have 
been referring to me. I have burn 
ed no books." 


In his address, at the Dartmouth 


commencement exercises Sunday, 
Eisenhower told the graduates: 


"Don't join the book burners. 


Don't think you are going to con- 
ceal faults by concealing evidence 
that they ever existed." 


Ducks QuestinnH 


At today's news conference, the 


President was asked whether his 
Sunday remarks were directed at 
"the school of thought" represent- 
ed by McCarthy. 


Eisenhower replied that the re- 


porter ought to know he never 
deals in personalities. 


The President then went on to 


say he was against this govern- 
ment's 
stocking 
books 
abroad 


which would contribute to the de- 
struction of the U. S. 


But he said, as he did Sunday, 


that all Americans in this country 
should hove free access to books 
which explain communism. 


Eisenhower also: 
1. Said he had sent a letter to 
resident Syngman Rhee of South 
\orea, explaining this country's 
easons for entering the war there, 
vhat its objectives were and where 
we stand now. The President did 
not say whether "he was talking 
about n new message to Rhee or 
vas referring to the one he sent 
on June R.

Reds Use Guns, Tanks 
On E. Berlin Rioters 
Thousands 
Revolt for 
Four Hours 


Russians Declare 
Martial Law After 
Surprise Uprising

BERLIN <£>)—Fifty thou 


sand rioters exploded a four 
hour revolt against Red rule 
in East Berlin today. Soviei 
troops, backed by tanks anc 
armored cars, fired on the 
workers, and the Russian au- 
thorities declared martial law 


The East Berliners hauled down 


and burned the Red flag, maulec 
German Communist officials and 
shouted "Ivan go home." But the 
drastic military action dispersed 
the crowds and ended the violence 


No accurate account of casual- 


ties was available. At least one 
pedestrian had been killed, and 
several wounded. 


Started Tuesday 


The icvolt in Berlin, 100 miles 


inside the Soviet occupation zone 
of Germany, started Tuesday as 
a stage-managed parade in which 
5,000 workers marched to the East 
German government' headquarter* 
demanding lighter working ached 
ules. 


Apparently the government in 


tended to show its new-found pol- 
icy of freedom and democracy by 
allowing the workers to demon 
strate. The movement got out of 
hand. Everybody with a gripe cast 
caution to the winds today and 
workers began calling a general 
strike. 


After East Berlin police vainly 


battled to stem the tide of rioting, 
green-helmeted 
Soviet t r o o p s , 


amounting to a regimental combat 
team (perhaps 3,000 men) were 
called in." 


Hear Gunfire 


Tanks deployed against the work 


ers. Gunfire echoed at 
several 


places where th« biggest crowds 
were gathered. The people attack- 
ed tanks with stones, and disabled 
at least one with a log jammed 
nto the treads. But the mobs had 
to give way. The core of the dem- 
onstration was scattered. 


Finally, about 2 p.m. Maj. Gen. 


P. T. Dibrova, military command- 
er in the east sector, 
imposed 


martial law on East Berlin. The 
order forbids gatherings of more 
than three persons on the streets, 
and imposed a 9 p.m. to 5 a.m. 
curfew on all pedestrian and ve- 
hicle traffic. 


The order in effect took authori- 


y out of the hands of the Russian 
puppets, the East Berlin govern- 
ment, and rolled the situation back 
o that of 1945, when the Russians 
ruled with their own iron hand. 


Officials Surprised 


West German and Allied authori- 


ies, surprised by the violent turn, 
predicted the Russians would now 
mcork some new dramatic move, 
>erhaps even an approach to the 
Vest on unifying the city.

here was that this Communist as- 
sault had not made enough real 
difference in the battle position to 
materially affect the truce .ar- 
rangements. .

On 38th Parallel 


The line runs mostly north of 


the 38th parallel although it drops 
south of it in the extreme western 
area.

The agreement was- understood 


here to have removed the last ma- 
jor item standing In the way of a 
final, full understanding on a truce. 


Nonetheless, 
it was indicated 


that for reasons not fully apparent 
at the moment, it may be several 
days before a final truce' agree- 
ment is signed.

Shrewd DeCaspcri May Be Able 


to Carry on Programs

As a result of the Italian general elections, Premier DC 


Gasperi and his center coalition may be said to have won a 
creaky working margin in parliament. 


It is a sad thing that he came so close to winning much 


more decisive control. His coalition of parties drew 49.79 
per cent of the popular vote in the important Chamber of 
Deputies, gaining a narrow 16-seat edge. Had he captured 
just 50.01 per cent, Italian election law would have given him 
64 per cent of the seats. 


That advantage would have assured Italy of reasonably 


stable government for the next five years. As it is, it will 
be touch and go, with DC Gasperi having to be on his mettle 
every step of the way. 


His margin in the senate, 14 seats, is no greater comfort. 
• 
•

Yet the disappointment over this outcome must not be 


' allowed to obscure the fact that De Gasperi is in control. With 


skill and ingenuity, which he most certainly has. he may be 
able to carry on his programs pretty much as before. 


The most vital of these, naturally, is approval of the 


European defense pact, plus general support of NATO and 
western policies. The Wes.t has no firmer friend than the 
Italian premier and it would be a serious loss if somehow his 
hands were to be tied. 


De Gasperi's own party, the Christian Democrats, poled 


nearly 11 million votes, no small share of the 27 million total. 
; But the percentage—40—was off eight points from the last 


election in 1948. That spelled a loss of 44 seats in the Cham- 
ber and 17 in the senate. * 
* 
* 


Who gained? The Communists and Left-wing Socialists 


together garnered 35 per cent of the vote this time, as 
against 31 per cent in 1948. But more damage was done by 
the extreme Right, where Monarchists climbed 4 per cent and 
Neo-Fascists almost as much. This 8 per'cent bite repre- 
sented a tripling of the Rightest vote. 


De Gasperi is bitter at voters who went to the extreme 


"Right, believing they exercised their voting privilege capri- 
^ciously. From this distance it would certainly appear that 
they were not overanxious to reward good government. 


Fundamentally, the result reflects the same question- 


able conception of democratic government wHjch "the French 
adhere to so maddeningly—the notion that any deviation of 
principle, however minor, ought to justify the founding of an- 
other party. 


With its plague of splinter parties, the European multi- 


party system is proving itself an unconvincing exhibit of the 
virtues of the democratic way.

The mother writes that she and 


her husband are anguished about 
this and want to know what they 
should do next.

PARIS Uf>— France's President 


Vincent Auriol has expressed his 
concern to President Eisenhower— 
in a'roundabout diplomatic way— 
about the fate of condemned atom 
spies Julius and Ethel Rosenberg, 
authoritative sources said today. 


Largely a figurehead forbidden 


to mix in international affair*, the 
French President made known his 
feelings in a letter addressed to 
Acting Foreign Minister Georges 
Bidault. The letter was shown to 
U. S. Ambassador C. Douglas Dil- 
lon Tuesday by Bidault. Dillon 
passed on the comment to Eisen- 
hower via the State department, 
the sources said. 


The embassy confirmed that Dil- 


lon saw Bidault Tuesday and did 
not deny that the Rosenberg case 
came up.

for Illinois. 


This agency administers the gov- 
ernment ff.rm price *upport pro- 
grams. 


Illinois farmers put about 7S> 


710,000 bushels from the 1952 crop 
under price support, the fourth 
largest amount on record. The rec- 
ord year was 19-18 with 114,413,740 
bushels. 


Combrink said the state is short 


of storage space for about 16,760,- 
000 bushels of the 1952 crop. This, 
he said, is because counties need- 
ing additional storage space lack 
enough bins white storage space 
is available elsewhere. 


Thirty-three counties in North- 


ern and Central Illinois are short 
of space, Combrink said. The 10 
northernmost counties, where the 
shortage Is the worst, have about 
five million bushels under support 
but not a single government bin. 


Combrink said this was because 


too few bins were erected there 
and because of an unexpectedly 
large yield of corn last fall.

The Great Conspiracy: 
Rosenbergs Fight Death 
Sentence Until the End

NEW YORK tf>—There are 27 


cells in the deatli house at Sing 
Sing prison ana three of them are 
in a wing reserved for women. 


The cells are slightly larger than 


the average prison cell, being 
eight feet wide, 12 feet long and 
nine feet high. But they are fur- 
nished the same as any other cell, 
with little more than a bed and a 
lavatory. 


Into one of these cells on April 


11, 1951, vanished - Ethel Rosen- 
berg, a tiny mother of two sons. 
She is now 37 years old. She was 
the first woman spy Sing Sing had 
ever seen. In fact, she was "the 
first federal prisoner ever to enter 
the death house. 


Mrs. Rosenberg, her husband, 


Julius, and their friend, Morton 
Sobell, had been convicted the 
previous March 29 on charges of 
conspiring in time of war to hand 
over America's atomic secrets to 
Russia. 


Follows Wife 


Julius Rosenberg followed his 


wife to Sing Sing's death house on 
May 15. 1951. 


Mrs. Rosenberg and her hus- 


band had been sentenced to death 
by Federal Judge Irving R. Kauf- 
man, who branded their's a "crime 
worse than murder." Sobell, a 
lesser member 9f the conspiracy, 
got off with 30 yea»s. 


As Mrs. Rosenberg entered the 


-death house that day two years 
ago, her last remark to the out- 
side world came in a denunciation 
of her prosecution as "a political 
frameup." 
' As though at the rise of a baton, 
the Communists broke into a tre- 
mendous concert of propaganda 
»gainst the death sentence. And 
ihe death house-frameup. 


The orators of the 
left pro- 


claimed that the Rosenbergs were 
condemned to die because they 
were Communist sympathizers and 
because they were Jews. 


Many groups stepped forward to 


refute 
the 
suggestion 
of ami- 


scmitism. among them the Jewish 
War Veterans, who commended 
Judge Kaufman's disposition of the 
case. 


L^gal Drama 


But another drama, quieter and 


more gripping in its way, was un- 
der way within hours after the 
Rosenbergs were condemned. It 
was played out by their defense at- 
torney, Emanuel H. Bloch, in 
every available appeals courtroom 
in the land. 


It was not until Feb. 25, 1952, 


that the U.S. circuit court of ap- 
peals was ready to act on the first 
appeal from the Rosenbergs' con- 
viction. The defense argued the 
vordict was based on the Rosen- 
bergs' purported 
sympathy for 


Russia and not on any real peril 
they presented to the nation. 


The court refused to interfere 


with the death sentences. 


On Oct. 13, 1952, the U. S. su- 


preme court refused for the first 
time to review the conviction, and 
again on Nov. 21, refused for a 
aecond-time to intervene. 


Judge Kaufman scheduled the 


•xecution of the Rosenbergs foi 
the week of Jan. 12, 1953—a date 
later fixed at Jan. 14. 


Leftists stepped up their demon- 


strations. Pickets marched outside 
the White House in Washington. 


Others Protest 


Not all the protests were Com- 


munist inspired, however. Many 
sincere people took issue, not so 
much with the verdict as with the 
unprecedented1 death sentence, un- 
heard of in America. Albert Ein- 
stein was among those who urged 
clemency upon the White House. 


Later in 1952. Pope Pius XII in- 


tervened m behalf of the condemn- 
ed couple. 


On Jan. 2. 1953. Judge Kaufman 


denied the clemency of his court 
to the Rosenbergs with the words: 


"They chbse martyrdom and to 


keep their lips sealed. I still feel 
that their crime was worse than 
murder." 


On Jan. 9, five days before the 


scheduled execution, a stay of ex- 
ecution was granted so the Rosen- 
bergs could appeal to the White 
House 
for 
clemency. 
President 


Truman failed to act on the plea 
and left office Jan. 20... 


However, on Feb. 11, President 


Eisenhower refused clemency, say- 
ing he was satisfied the Rosen- 
bergs had been "accorded their 
full measure of justice." 


More Protests 


There 
were- 'fresh 
Rosenberg 


demonstrations 
in France, Bel- 


gium and East Berlin, Their fate 
was front page ne>vs in Hungary, 
France and Italy. A protest'came 
from a group in Red China. 


Still a third time. 'Bloch took 


his case to the supreme court. But 
on May 25. 1953, the high court 
again refused to intervene. The 


next day the high court denied any 
further, stay of execution. 


A new execution date was set 


for Thursday night, June 18—and 
by a {-rim coincidence it fell upon 
the Mth wedding anniversary of 
Julius and Ethel Rosenberg.

You should have a definite line 


of demarcation between the two. 
They are different types, so take 
no chance of confusing the m 
chanics of one with those of the 
other. Learn to execute each en- 
tircly removed from the pther, 
rather than move from one club 
to the other through the full run 
of woods and irons. 


Because they generally deter- 


mine into which category your 
score will Tall, the 7, S and 9 might 
be called the bogie, par and birdie 
irons. They are referred to as the 
short irons, however, and have 
much to do with the number of 
putts. 


The stance for the short iron is 


somewhat different from that for 
medium irons and woods, although 
basically it requires the same fun- 
damentals of weight distribution, 
toes pointing out, etc. 


You may use* a somewhat open 


stance for the first time because 
short iron shots are strictly a mat- 
ter 
of accuracy. 
Opening 
the 


stance, you get a mere complete 
view of the target. Because there 
is less pivot, or body turn, to short 
shots, you do not require as wide 
a stance. So pull the feet closer 
together as you open your stance. 
The feet now mny come as close 
as six inches apart—depending on

PITTSBURGH. Pa. i/B-U. S. 


Steel Corp. boosted steel prices an 
average of Jl a ton today, presag- 
ing industiy-wide hikes w h i c h 
could send the nation's living costs 
spiraling. 


Rig Steel's action came five days 


after it granted an S'/i-ccnt hourly 
pay increase to 170.000 employes 
represented by the CIO United 
Steel workeis. 


It is tile first rise in basic steel 


prices since a 55-day strike last 
summer which ended after the 
union won a 21'2-cent hourly pay 
package increase. 


Other steel producers are expect- 


ed to follow U. S. Steel's lead and 
raise prices. 
They probably will 


adhere to a similar scale. How- 


ver, President C. M. White of 
Republic Steel Corp. says his firm 
plans an increase of $3 to $10 a ton. 


Industry-wide steel price boosts 


may be leflected in higher price 
ags for the many thousands of 
terns which aae made of steel. 


U. S. Steel, largest steel pro- 


ducer in the nation, said over-all 
effect of the price changes repre- 
sents an average advance of about 
two-tenth of a cent a pound for 
carbon steel products, which now 
will sell for 6 cents a pound or 
about S120 a ton. Along with this 
ipturn. there are proportionate ad- 
vances for alloy and stainless steel 
products.
